SITUATION BEFORE MUKDEN. 


The situation of the armies below Muk- 
den is again ettracting attention, but 
the movements in progress sare very 
puzzling. The War Office is inclined 
to retigence. 

Gen.Rennenkampf has hotly pursued 
a Japanese detachment below Sintsin- 
tin es far as the Taitse River, and on 
the right. Russian scouts have eéx- 
plored the Hun River below Liao Yang. 
Ail the passes fell into Rennenkampff’s 
hands. The Japanese apparentiy 
failed to show their old-time form, 
and official, as well as unofficial dis- 
patches, indicate that the edge has 
been taken off the Japanese fighting 
capabilities by the cold weather. The 
same reports say the Japanese threw 
away their rifles, many of which were 
captured. Other reports say Japanese 
officers shot five soldiers who refused 
to face the foe. 

There was a heavy bombardment to- 
day along the Russian center and 
right which might indicate tliat Gen. 
Kouropatkin is preparing to essume | 
the offensive. 

It is the general opinion in military 
circles that the present situation can- 
not continue much longer, but it fs ar- 
gued that a frontal attack againat 
fortified positions along the Shakhe 
River is bound to be disastrous to 
whichever side attempts it. Any se- 
rious advance, to be successful, it is 
believed at the War Office, must be 
accomplished by a wide strategic 
turning movement, as the armies are 
too close ‘or tactical flanking opera- 
tions. 

Among some of the best-informed 
Officers,.a suspicion exists that Field 
Marshal Oyama is trying to work 
Kuroki around east of Sintsintin with 
a view to striking the Russians above 
Tie Pass, with the object of again 
trying a decisive coup; but no posi- 
tive evidence of such a move has yet 
appeared. Reports the last few days 
indicate that Gen. Rennenkampff is 
hotly following up the Japanese re- 
treat, meeting with comparatively 
little resistance; but some fear is ex- 
pressed that he may be running into a 
Japanese trap formed with the hope 
of cutting off his command. It is be- 
lieved he cannot possibly hold a po- 
sition as far south as the Taitse 
River. | 

WILL ATTEMPT SORTIE.

JUDGE SWAYNE’S CASE. 

Shovild the House of Representatives 
to impeach.

MERCHANT MARINE.

The commission was 
instructed to report on the first day of 
the coming session, and it is expected 
that this will be done. There has been 
a’ great. deal of anxiety manifested by 
men of both political parties to secure 
legislation of this character, and if any 
measure can be agreed upon which will 
e-the support of both parties, it 
ne doubt be speedily passed. 
SHINESE EXCLUSION. 
» Some doubt exists among the mem- 
bers of both houses as to whether ad- 
ditional <hinese exclusion. legislation 
is necessary. It has been held that 
the jaw would expire this month, as 
it was founded upon a treaty which 
also expires. A new treaty is being

IMMIGRATION LAWS. 


Senator Dillingham, has reported 
from the Committee on Immigration 
a bill amending the immigration laws, 
and it is his intention to — for its 
consideration. The principal feature 
of the bill is a Dip aba for an agent 
of the United States, accompanied by 
a surgeon, to be stationed at all im- 
portant European immigraat ports, to 
inspect aliens seeking admission to fhe 
United States. It also provides for 
a head tax of $2 an immigrant. : 
FOR PRBSIDENT'S PROTECTION. 

Thre¢ years ago, when Congress as- 
sembied, a flood of bills were present- 
ed for the protection of the President 
and those in line of succession. Some 
of these measures were reported, and 
even reached the stage of conference 
between the two hours when the Fifty- 
seventh Congress expired. On che Sen- 
ate calendar is a notice given by Sen- 
ator Hoar last April, that Tuesday, 
December 6, he would ask the Senate 
to take up and consider a bill for the 
protection of the ident. Whether 
or not some member of the Judiciary 
Committee will push the measure, now 
that the Massachusetts Senator is 
dead, is not known, There is serious 
opposition to the bill as it stands, and 
uniess it is materially modified, it 
probably could not pass, 7 

CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 

Currency legisiation will be talked 
about, but it probably. will not be en- 
acted. The Aldrich bill, the Nelson 
bill, the Fowler bill, arid the Hill bill, 
as well as a nunmyber of others, are

“ shown any particular desire to 
have them passed, In fact, one meas- 
ure is antagonistic to ahother, and, 
with no apparent danger to the 
finances of the country, those who are 
not experts in the matter of currency 
law cannot be induced to push these 
measures forward to the exclusion of 
other business. 

REDUCED REPRESENTATION. 

Reduced representation in Southern 
States which have by-one form or an- 
other disfranchised negroes will be a 
theme of discussion, but not action, 
during the winter. The Republican na- 
tional platform is interpreted by some 
of the more radical members of the 
party to call for such reduction, and 
they will go at the subject from the 
beginning. It is well understood that 
to bring about anything like a reduced 
representation would require much 
more time than a three months’ ses- 
sion of Congress, which expires by 
limitation, 

CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. 

No doubt a number of bills to pro- 
hibk or control campaign contribu- 
tions will be presented, as that matter 
became an issue at the close of the 
recent campaign. Just how it can be 
reached is yet to be ascertained, as 
there are So many ,ways in which a 
law of this kind can be avoided. 

THE TRUSTS. 

The trusts will receive attention, at 
least in debate, although some doubt 
is expressed about any: effective legis- 
lation being passed. Following a cam- 
paign in which the trusts were made a 
vitai issue, it is natural to expect that 
there must be a great deal of taik on 
the subject whenever there is an op- 
portunity. 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Interstate commerce legislation in 
some form or another is always pend- 
ing in Congress, and there may be an 
efiort to enlarge the powers of the 
Interetate Commerce Commission so as 
to allow it to fx rates.

REPORT ON ITS EXTENSION. 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 2.—The follow- 
ing is an abstract of the annual re- 
port of the Fourth Assistant 
master-General, J. L. Bristow:

There was a de- 
crease of 158 in the number of offices 
established. The principal cause of the 
increase in discontinuances has been 
the extension of the rural free deliv- 
ery service. The total number of dis- 
continuances was 3760 postoffices, with 
& saving in salaries of postmasters ag- 
grégating $171,121... At the close of the 
fiscal year, there were 71,131 postof- 
fices in the United States, 265 first- 
class, 1204 second class, 3896 third class 
and 65,766 fourth class. 

Operation of rural mail delivery and 
the extension by private interests of 

ral telephone service has created a 
demand from patrons of rural routes 
for the delivery of small packages of 
merchandise, on an order to local mer- 
chants by postal card, telephone ofr 
otherwise. The value of such pack- 
ages is small, and the present rate of 
1 cent per ounce, the report says, 
is practically prohibitive. Mr. Bristow 
recommends that Congress fix a rate 
of 3 cents per pound or any frac- 
tional thereof on packages not exceed- 
ing five pounds, mailed at the distrib- 
uting postoffice of any rural free de- 
livery route. If this special rate were 
established, Mr. Bristow says, it would 
be a great convenience to patrons and 
become a source of revenue to the de- 
partment. 

It is estimated that $500,000 will be 
needed by the department to continue 
the establishment of rural routes as 


fast as they are favorably reported 


for the remainder of the current fiscal 
year. An appropriation of $3,000,000 
for the establishment of neW routes 
will be asked for by the department 
ending June 30, 1906. 

Appointments of postmasters for the 
fiscal year numbered 13,812, a decrease 
of 3249 as compared with the preced- 
ing year, due to there having been a 
smaller number of expirations of 
commissions of Presidential post- 
masters and to the policy of the de- 
partment in .discouraging changes in 
-fourth-class postmasters except for 
causes. 

Mr. Bristow recommends to Con- 
gress that the Interstate. Commerce 
law be amended so as to prohibit com- 
mon carriers—to wit, telegraph and 
express companies, or any of their 
employés from aiding and abetting in 
green goods or lottery swindles, or 
any other scheme carried on partly by 
mail and common carrier, 
and which is in violation of the postal 
laws, 

The report shows that, during the 
year, 1593 postoffices were robbed; 
there were no depredations on railway 
postoffices, star routes, rural free- 
delivery routes and screen-wagon ser- 
vice. There were seventy-five rob- 
beries of street and rural free-delivery 
letter boxes. Sixty-#ix postal cars 
were burned and wrecked, and 560 
postoffices were burned. There were 
2397. mail pouches lost, damaged .or 
rifled. { 

The above figures show a decrease 
in the number of postoffices robbed 
2nd a decrease in the number of pos- 
tal cars Gurned and wrecked, as com- 
pared with the previous year; also a 
decrease in the number of robberies 
relating to railway postoffice service, 
star routes, rural free delivery routes 
and sereer wagon service, and an in- 
crease In the number of postoffices 
burned end the number of letter boxes 
robbed.

TO KEEP DOWN EXPENSES. 


| LEADERS IN CONGRESS AGREE, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Republican leaders in 
Congress have had some conferences 
about appropriations to be made at the 
coming sessions of Congress and have 
decided that the-expenses of the gov- 
ernment must be cut down, as they 
have not been cut before for some 
years. An agreement has been reached 
that, both in the Senate and the House, 
the leaders who have charge of appro- 
‘priation bills will strive after economy 
and keep all items down to the absolute 
necessities of government. 

There is only one appropriation bill 
in which lavish expenditures will be 
made, the Rivers and Harbors Bill. It 
will pravide for great river and harbor 
improvements on a scale, but all 
appropriations for useless creeks will 
be cut out entirely. AW money appro- 
priated by that bili will go directly for 
the benefit of the, commerce of the 
country, so that future appropriations 
for these great public works will not 
have to be made on a large scale. 

In regard to general appropriations, 
the leaders have concluded that the 
government must cut down its expendi. 
tures, increase its revenues, or borrow 
money. The simplest plan seems to 
them to be to cut the expenditures, 
and that is going to be done, in a busi- 
ness-like way.

We Are “Americans.” 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—That there 
may be no misunderstanding. .on the

The total disbursements to 
that date were $1,419,024, and the re- 
ceipts $512,967, making the net cost 
$906,057, of which $189,423 is covered -by 
an allotment from the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. fund, reducing the 
cost te the Philippines to the figures 
named. 


Largest Mint Output. - at 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—The Di- 
rector of the Mint in his annual report 
shows that the output of the coinage 
mints at Philadelphia, San Frantisco 
and New Orleans, which were in oper- 
ation throughout the fiscal year, Was 
the largest on record. It is estimated 
the gold stock of the world In use as 
money December 231, 1903, was approx- 
imately $5,600,000,000, of which about 
one-half is visible In banks and public 
treasuries. The estimate for the stock 
of the United States at that time tis 
$1,300,000,000, of which $859,000,000 was 
in the treasury and natural banks. 


New York Postmaster.

Mre, Howard happened to enter one 
of her rooms and surprised Hanson 
in the act of placing a number of small 
articles from a bureau, in a chatelaine 
bag, whes she quickly closed and locked 
the door. There was no way for the 
thief to escape except by Jumping from 
a second-story down onto Main street, 
He had little time to think about his 
predicament until Horris opened the 
door and nabbed him.. 

He at first lied to the officer and put 
him on the wrong scent by giving him 
a number on West Seventh street as 


and gave his correct place of residence 
at the Hotel Vogel. Room 232, 

Detective Hawley and Patrolman 
Horris at once went-to the Vogel and 
were surprised at, the display of wot 
they found, though there was nothing 
of great value. The first thing that 
Mr. Hawley discovered upon opening a 
bureau drawer was the evidence of a 
second job that had been reported to 
headquarters by Mrs. Howard, her 
rooms having been entered on 
previous duy. The articles she had 
reported ag stolen from her apartments 
on Thursday lay before the officers in 
the drawer and with them a miscel- 
laneous collection stolen elsewhere. 

When confronted with the stuff at 
the Police Station Hanson acknowl- 
edged that he had stolen it. There was

KILLS YOUNG 


Fatally Shoots Woman Who 
Befriended Her. 


Old Henry ‘Marcoux Had 
Murder Planned. 


Girl Lured from Foreign 
Home by Deceit. 


Enticed, by lies and false promises, 
from a happy home among the Alps of 
} Switgeriand by a whom she had 
never seen; obliged to rry that man, 


ternative being starvation or—dis- 
honor; faken to a hovel and forced to 
do his drudgery and stand his abuse, 
Mrs. Ruby Marcoux, aged 24, gentle 
and loving by nature, at last rebelled. 
Two weeks ago last — she left the 
man w had trapped her into a mar- 
riage against which any woman would 
rebel. Last night the devil in the man, 
the latent iniquity which had caused 
him to victimize the young woman, as- 
serted itself and he shot her dead from 


ambush, not giving her a chance 
her life. Then use Mrs. Frankie 
Fox, who had befriended his wife and 


had given her employment, screamed 
for help he shot her too, inflicting a 
wound that is almost certain to result 
fatally. 

Henry Marcoux, a harness maker 

néarty 70, is the murderer. Clev- 
erly disguised he tried to escape from 
the city, having carefully taid his plans 
to remain in hiding in an obscure place 
for days if necessary. but under the 
personal direction of Chief Hammel the 
police got on his trail soon after the 
murder, and within three hours they 
had him. 

There have been murders tn higher 
walks: of life, murders in which. more 
prominent people were involved, but 
|thete was never a murder in which 
there was more careful premeditation, 
laying of plans, selection of time and 
place, and certain execution, than that 
committed last night. The murderer 
probably will plead temporary insanity 
and may try to stren nm that plen by 
showing with what di:bolical cunning 
he took the life of the innocent woman 
whom he promised to protect. 
‘There was a cunning about it such as 
might be expectéd from a maniac, but 
when Marcoux was arrested he showed 
no evidences of insanity. 

The scene of the tragedy was on the 
rear poreh of a one-story frame dwell- 
ing at No. 214 East Third street. Tw. 
numbers to the eastward is the “Busy 
Bee” restaurant conducted by Charles 
Fox and his wife. Frances. Weeks ago 
Mrs. Ruby Marcoux‘applied there and 
secured employment. expialned 
that her husband's business, harness 
making, was not sufficient to keep her- 
seif and him In food. She proved to be 
a hard worker and made friends. From 
time to time her husband called at the 
| restaurant but he made no demonstra- 
tion. aga her there. To Mrs. Fox 
the woman told her pitiful story, how 
she had been deceived and abused. 
Finally, two weéks ago, Mrs. Mar-oux 
went to Mra, Fox and told her that she 
could stand her husband's abuse no 
longer and had decided to leave him. 
She asked that she be given a room in 
the Fox home, and the request was 
granted. 

After the separation from her hus- 
band, Mrs. Marcoux lived only ‘in the 
réstaurant or in her room, less than 
fifty feet away. She had repeatediy 
stated that she feared him and theré- 
fore refused to go «upon the street. 
More than once he called there and 
asked her to return, but she told him 
positively she could not live with him. 

PLANNED THE MURDER. 

There was no previous! warning of 
last night's tragedy unless the threats 
frequently uttered by Marcoux can be 

was ¢ ully laying his plans 
to her.- Stveral days 
seen cautiously making an examination 
of the rear of the Fox premises, seeing 
how a successful escape could be made. 
Nothing was thought of it at the time. 

Shortly aftér 8 o'clock last nfght Mr. 
and Mrs. Fox began closing their res. 
taurant. Mrs. Fox and Mrs. Marcour 
turned out the lights and leaving Fox 
t«- lock the doors, the two women 
started for their rooms. What followed 
is best told in the ante-mortem state- 
ment made by Mrs. For at the Reveiv- 
ing Hospita! half an hour later. Before 
making her statement Mrs. Fox was 
told just what her condition was, that 
‘she probably would die, and it was im- 
pressed upon her that her statement 
was most important as evidence. She 
uppeared to fully realize her condition, 
and although suffering greatly, she told 
clearty what had happened. 

MRS. FOX’S DYING STATEMENT. 

“We had just closed the restaurent 
and Mrs. Marcoux and I started home 
together. We went out the rear door 
and through a hole in the fence into 
the yard. He (Marcoux) was in the 
water closet in the yard and he came 
out and fired two shots at his wife 
without saying a word. She = fell 
against me and knocked me down. He 
started away and I got.up and began 
screaming for help. Then he came 
back and shot me.” 

“Do you know positively who shot 
you?” asked Sergeant Craig.

“Do you know you are badly hurt 
and that you willl probably die?’ 

“Yes I believe I will die. and I know 
Marcoux shot me and shot his wife,” 
responded the suffering woman. 

Before Mra. Fox went on the oper- 
ating table, there was a pathetic leave 
taking between husband and wife. 

“Did you take in the bird?" asked 
the dying wife, and then added, brok- 
enly, “Oh, I'm so sorty for you.’ 

ONB DEAD, ONE DYING. 

The sound of the shots attracted 
several men to the scene, one of the 
first being Fox. He found his wife 
lying partly in the yard and partly 
on the porch and across the threshold 
was the body of Mrs. Marcoux. Mrs. 
Fox was moaning in pain and trying 
to get up. Mrs. Marcoux evas dead. 
She had been shot but omce. The bul- 
let entered the left breast above the 
nipple, and ranging downward passed 
through the heart and out of the back, 
nearly seven inches below where it 
had entered. It is betieved that the 
first shot missed the woman and that 
she either stooped to avoid the sec- 
ond, or dropped to her knees and was 
shot white her hurband was standing 
over her. Mrs. Fox's wound was di- 
rectly through the stomach and: al- 
though Police Surgeon Smith, assisted 
by several experts, has done all that 
ean be done for her. they say she has 
but one chance in fifty of recovery. 

No persen could be found who saw 
Marcoux after the shooting. He es-

CAPTURE OF MARCOUX, 

After the police learned that Mar- 
coux had visited his reom and had 
changed his clothing they cast about 
for the names of some of his friends 
and secured quite a number. Among 
them was a miner who lives on Mis- 
sion road. and detectives wee t 
there. Jones and Dixon arrived an 
hour before Marcoux appeared, but 
waited until he approached the house, 
then covered him with their revolvers, 
He made no resistance and was wun- 
armed. At police headquarters he was 
taken to the private office of Chief 
Hammel. He readity admitted the 
shooting, but claimed he had only fired 
to frigttten hie wife. He seemed stupe- 
fied when informed that she was dead 
and Mre. Fox would not recover.

sented by the Barkeepers’ Un- 
fon, backed by the Labor Coun- 
cil, has surrendered to the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association and 
the Citizens’ Alliance and pub- 
licly acknowledged its utter, ig- 
nominious defeat. The union 
has conceded everything that 
the proprietors insisted upon at 
the start. All union cards must 
come down_and no discrimina- 

tion must be made between the 
different saloons. In other words, 
the “open shop” must prevail 
absolutely. In return the strik- 
ers will be given’ employment 
when vacancies occur and it is 
said that they may have the 
empty privilege of wearing un- 
ion buttons when at work if so 
disposed. Many of them have 
already gone to work since the 
treasury of the . organization 
became exhausied and benefits 
ceased to be paid. 

The defeat of the union has 
long been conceded, even by 
most unionists, but the leaders 
have persisted in claiming that 
they were making progress and 
threatening to make a dry 
town, much to the amusement 
of the citizens, generally. Many 
of the unfortupates now find 
their former places filled by 
more satisfactory men brought 
from other towns.

(1.) It was in the form of music and 
Prayer. When the King an 108e 
present “bowed their heads and wor- 
shipped,” they probably sank to their 
knees and chanted some psalm or 
hymn; or perhaps they repeated a 
prayer prepared by the King; or they 
remained silent till the offering was 
burned. Their worship was in an ex- 
ternal act and attitude, yet it was 
certainly in the attitude of their spirits 
also. The worship was complete, in 
that all joined in it, when the King and 
the rulers called on the Levites to 
start the mysic going. 

(2. It was in the form of an offer- 
ing—the thank-offering, the third kind 
of offering in use among them. The 
two other kinds—ein and burnt offerings 
~—were compulsory and for the people 
as a whole and in that way, for the in- 
dividuals, but this was voluntary and 
therefore purely an individual act. 
When Mezekiah gave them an oppor- 
tunity to make these voluntary offer- 
ings, they largely accepted it. It all

This was only the beginning of Hez- 
ekiah’s good work, for he invited the 
nation to come to a great convocation 
and observe the Passover. He re- 
newed the reguiar worship and he 
helped to support it from his private 
purse. Thus he had followed, and ied 
the people in the divine order—confes- 
sion of sin to , consecration of life 
to God, and the continual offering of 
grateful service to God. Having start- 
ed right he kept on and made great 
progress. 

WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 

Many reforms were necessary in Is- 
rael and some which the well-being of 
the ple absolutely demanded, but 
the King was satisfied to let them 
wait till the temple could be cleansed 
and reopened for public worship. This 
course, was wisest in the long run, for 
the opening of the temple gave a new 
tone to national life; the people learned 
ence more to respect and believe in 
themselves by showing that they hon- 
ored God. en the King brought 
about this change in the national life 
many things which he would otherwise 
have had to do were wrought by the 
people themselves.—[J. R. Brown.

Every man, no matter how frivolous 
he be, sometimes thinks about God. 
There are few real infidels. The soul 
instictively craves this great Verity; 
the thought of Jehovah is a refuge 
and a comfort. And this fundamental 
human consciousness is an element in 
true worship. Simply to contemplate 
the fact of God’s existence is to wor- 
ship Him. To make this contempla- 
tion habitual, and to spend much time 
in meditation upon the character of 
God, is perhaps the highest type of 
worship. 


True worship remembers that God is 
upon his throne as well as that the 
worshipper is upon his knees. Seif- 
ishness and smaliness are inconsist- 
ent with the adoration of the great and 
mighty Jehovah. | 


Bishop Huntingdon sensibly says: 
“The world has a right to look wor- 
shippers, as they come out of church, 
In the face, and ask them, “What 
do you bring away from your altar, 
your psalm, your sermon, your Sene- 
diction? What gifts have you to dis- 
tribute in your neighborhood?” 


Mere going to church is not necessa- 
rily a worship. A person may go to 
church for any one of a hundred un- 
worthy motives—to improve his social 
standing, to further his business inter- 
ests, to meet his acquaintances, to in- 
form himself upon his neighbor’s ap- 
pearance and condition, to criticise the 
preacher, or to be intellectually enter- 
tained. There is almost no end to the 
reasons for church-going, outside of a 
sincere desire to glorify God. 


The turning of the soul Godward, as 
the meadow daisy turns its face toward 
the sun, is an act of true worship. 


What is ordinarily for the average 
man the best worship? May {ft not be 
said that it is worship in God's house, 
on the Lord’s Day, in the presence of 
Christian people and from a sense of 
spiritual need and a dezire to sor the 
Creator? It is worship from a \sincere 
heart—without a shred of cant, pre- 
tense, self-seeking or pride—and with 
a genuine desire for the amendment of 
epirit and of conduct. In it are sev- 
eral elements: Prayer that is an ex- 
pression of the soul’s sincere desire; 
gratitude for unmerited blessings; rev- 
erence in the presence of the high and 
holy one: gladness for the opportunity 
to worship; and a humble desire to do 
in all things the will of the Father in 
heaven. 


The worshipful heart is discerning: 


see or know Him not. It has an eye 
keen to perceive Him whenever and 
however He comes, be it in a strange 
providence, a call to service, &n occa- 
sion of sacrifice, a joy or a sorrow. 


One thing there is which cannot co- 
exist with the true worship of God: 
That is any form of self-esteeming. 
Pride, the scriptures make plain, is an- 
tagonistic to acceptable worship. When 
God and man meet there fis no room 
for vain glory. In the presence of the 
Lord the best of men counts himself 
but a sinner saved by grace. 


A bright poem by Sam Walter Foss 
tells how the deacon’s sincerest prayer 
was uttered when he was stuck upside 
down in a well. The point ts well made. 
Whether one should stand or kneel or 
merely bow, or even sit bolt upright 
and open-eyed during prayer has heen 
the subject of serious discussion. The 
essential thing, though, is that one 
should reaily pray. Jesus rebuked the 
Samaritan quibble over the correct 
place to pray, tn the words which are 
the basis of this topic: “God is a 
spirit, and they that worship Him must 
worship Him in spirit and in truth.”

MOST REFRESHING ORINK IN THE WORLDS 
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‘OUR UNDERGROUND 
WATERS. 


BY W. C. MENDENHALL. 

{The following comprehensive paper 
on “The Underground Waters of South- 
ern Califorina” was read before the 
Irrigation Congress at - Paso, Tex., 
on November 16, by W. Mendenhall 
of this city geologist be the United 
States Geological Survey: 

The greatest population and the 
highest cultural interests in Southern 
California are concentrated within a 
wide diversified valley that extends 
inland eighty miles from the Pacific 
Coast at Santa Monica, and is effec- 
tually screened from the Mohave and 
Colorado deserts by the San Gabriel 
apd San Bernardino mountain ranges. 
These high groups protect the lands 
om their Pacific slope from the eli- 
mative extremes of the deserts, and 
at the same time wring from the 
ocean winds the moisture with which 
they are laden and which in the form 
of perennial streams makes possible 
the high state of cultivation which 
has given some of the adjacent agri- 
cultural lands values of from $500 to 

per acre. Yet the rainfall is 
low—from ten to twenty inches in the 
Valleys—and this and its concentra- 
tion within a few months of the year 
are conditions which demand irriga- 
tion to insure crops even of grain 
and hay, an:| make it. imperative 
for the much more valuable cit- 
rus lands, walnut groves and gardens. 

The practice of irrigation was be- 
gun _early in the century by the mis- 


Sions, before a general settlement of 


the country by the Mexicans or the 
A cans. Short and simple ditches, 
Which usually took their water from 

cienegas, the perpetual springs, 
and served a small acreage about the 
ranch-houses, sufficed for the agricul- 
tural needs of this pastoral period. 
The construction of permanent works 
of a better character began after the 
Civil War and was most actively car- 
ried out during the seventies and 
eighties. The famous Riverside col- 
ony was founded in 1870, its existence 
depending entirely upon the successful 
construction of a large canal, which 
earriei the flowing waters of the San 
Bernadino basin to a strip of desert 
mesa north of the Santa Ana River. 
By the construction of other canals 
built about this period, the mountain 
Waters as they came down the cafions 
to the margin of the low-lying tilla- 
ble lands, were gradually diverted, 
and the acreage under cultivation ex- 
tended. Such flourishing colonies as 
Anaheim, Pasadena, Pomona, Ontario, 
Cucamonga. Highland and Santa Ana 
Owe their foundation to the diversion 
of these surface waters. 

By 1880 the available flowing waters 
bad been generally diverted and uti- 
jigzed, and the limit seemed to have 
been reached to the amount of land 
reclaimabie from this important 
source: but the stimulus of the very 
high values reached by the California 
Citrus lands, and the comparatively 
Small acreage under cultivation as 
compared with that reclaimable if 
water were available, combined to in- 
duce a most thorough examination of 
all possible sources. After the appro- 
priation of the normal stream flow, 
there remained two additional possi- 
bilities sufficiently inviting to enlist 
the attention of capital and skilled 
Service. Because of the high gra- 
dients of the California river beds, and 
the steep slopes of the mountains 
where the greater part of the rainfall 
occurs, as well as because of the fact 
that a large part of the annual precip- 
itation falls during heavy storms of 
moderate duration, there has always 
been a heavy loss of water through 
run-off during floods. If this could be 
saved by impounding reservoirs, a 
great cain would be effected. But the 
generaliy constricted character of the 
San Bernardino and San Gabriel 
mountain cafions has been unfavora- 
ble to the construction of reservoirs. 
Actually but two important projects 
have been completed; the Bear Valley 
dam, whose stored waters have added 
the flourishing Redlands colony to the 
reclaimed areas; and the Hemet dam, 
less favorably situated as regards 
rainfall, and less successful therefore 
in the matter of acreage redeemed. 
Another project, the Arrowhead, is 
under way after years of patient ob- 
servation of rainfall and run-off, 
hence eventually there will be a fur- 
ther addition to the waters conserved 
in this way. 

The second attractive possibility for 
the development of additional water 
lay in the development of the great 
wnderground reservoirs. It had been 
found in the sixties and early seven- 
ties that the boring of welis in cer- 
tain moist land areas was followed by 
flowing water, and when the surface 
supplies had all been appropriated, 
engineers turned their attention to 
these lands and to the storage of sites 
as the two remaining sources which 
promised most in the way of increas- 
ing the available supply. 

The Gage canal system, completed 
in 1886, has depended from the first 
aimost entirely upon underground 
Waters, and its 7500 acres of splendid 
ei-rus lands are an example of what 
may be done with them. Since this 
experiment the development of under- 
ground waters in Southern California 
has continued until now there are 
nearly 3000 artesian wells and about 
1600 pumping plants in this valley 
whose combined prodnction is esti- 
mated to be at least 4100 to 500 second 
feet continuous flow. 

This development, although under- 
way for thirty years, was given a great 
forward impulse by the series of dry 
years which began a decade ago. The 
previous ten years had been years of 
abundant rainfall, the precipitation be- 
ing well above the average, although 
this vital fact was not generally recog- 
nized by water users. As a consequence 
ae acreage brought under cultivation 
during those years exceeded the 
amount which the ditches depending 
upon ‘surface streams could serve when 
the dry period came on. The most im- 
portant and valuable of Califernia 
crops are perennial plants, citrus and 
deciduous fruits, and wainuts which 
canno? be rapidly adjusted to fluctua- 
tions in the water supply. <A grove 
which does not come into profitable 
bearing until five years after planting, 
represents by that time considerable 
capital. If the water fails it for @ 
season that capital is lost. Hence great 
energy has been displayed in the de 
velopment of water as the surface 
supplies have dwindled under the in- 
flue- -e of the drought. There are few 
{mportant irrigating systems whose 
supply has not been augmented during 
the ten years past by the boring of 
wella whose flowing or pumped water 
is used to make up the deficiency in 
stream flow. And in addition much 
independen’ irrigation has peen under- 
taken whose supply is well water en- 
tirely. A large part of this is new

The Reclamation of 
lands in this way has been most exten- 
sive, naturally in the artesian areas 
and in those other low-lying lands bor- 
dering the artesian basins, where 
water could be obtained near the sur- 
face and at but slight cost by pump- 
ing, but it has been practiced in a more 
limited way where higher, warmer and 
mc valuable lands have enabled the 
horticulturist to lift water to greater 
heights and to pay the resulting higher 
charges. 

It has been fortunate indeed for 
Southern California that she has had 
large bodies of subterranean waters 
to draw upon. This fact has enabled 
her to come safely through so trying 
and generally fatal a combination of 
events as a decade of heavy rainfall, 
and consequent exaggeration of her 
most fundamental asset, accompany- 
ing such a rapid industrial develop- 
ment as to constitute a boom of the 
first order. The reaction from such a 
combination is usually utter stagna- 
tion. The worst fault of our Western 
American business character is its 
cheerful, careless optimism. We will 
believe any tale, however false, that 
flatters our “community pride and 
promises fortune; we will have noth- 
ing of any facts, however absolute, 
that set a limit to our resources. Here 
in the Southwest we might well parody 
the well worn motto of the court of 
Louis XV, and say “After us the 
Drought.” But Southern California 
has not yet had to release any exten- 
sive areas of her reclaimed lands, al- 
.though the deficiency of rainfall at Los 
Angeles for the past eleven years has 


average, and during that time and at 
present she hes been steadily increas- 
ing her acreage. 

The geologic relations which have 
made this condition possible may be 
briefly outlined. The valley of South- 
ern California is not a normal] stream 
valley, carved by stream action and ad- 
justed in width, depth and alignment 
to the volume and course of the stream. 
It owes its character entirely to other 
agencies, these agencies being crustal 
movements. This diversified lowland 
may be best described as a series of 
deep irregular crustal troughs, parallel 
to each other and to the Pacific shore- 
line, plunging to the northwest and 
abutting in this direction against the 
granitic San Gabriel range. At the 
foot of this range the ridges separat- 
ing the troughs are lowest. and here 
@ practically continuous valley extends 
from Santa Monica to San Bernardino. 
Farther south the separating ridges 
rise higher, and the valley is broken 
by mountain chains and groups. As 
these troughs and their separating 
ridges have been formed by geologic 
processes, the previously existing rivers 
have maintained their way across them 
from the higher mountains where they 
rise, to the sea, and in maintaining 
these courses have cut canyons in the 
ridges and have filled the troughs with 
the sands, gravels and clays that are 
products of their erosive action. The 
result is a series of deep bed rock val- 
leys filled with alluvium, across which 
the rivers flow. Theee relations give 
rise to certain peculiarities in the hab- 
its of the rivers, peculiarities which it 
happens adapt them in a wonderful 
way to man’s needs as an irrigationist. 
The Santa Ana River is the most 
important of these Southern California 
streams has the largest drainage besin, 
the longest course and exhibits these 
beneficent peculiarities in the greatest 
perfection. It will, therefore, be 
briefly traced as an example of the 
type. It rises in the higher San Ber- 
nardino Mountains where rainfall is 
abundant, and has attained a volume 
of from 25 to 50 second feet when it 
reaches the first of the filled geologic 
troughs at thee mouth of its upper 
canyon. Here it promptly sinks in the 
coarse debris and percolates slowly be- 
low until it reaches the lowest point 
in the rim of this de on. This 
rim of Bunker Hill “dike” at Colton 
forces it to the surface, and it flows 
across it as a living stream, the waters 
which escape diversion sinking again 
in the gravel filling of the second 
trough. After a short subterranean 
course it is forced out again by the 
impervious rock at Riverside Narrows, 
and continuas to flow over the suface 
through the Santa Ane Mountains un- 
til beyond these it reaches the inner 
edge of the greatest of the troughs, 
the Coastal Plain, in which it sinks. 
Below Santa Ana it rises once more 
in a series of strong scattered springs 
and escapes tothe sea. . 

This hide and seek habit is charac- 
teristic of the rivers of this valley, 
and is as ideal an adaptation to the 
needs of the arid land agg pect 
as though definitely planned by man 

for his own benefit. The lower rims 
of the rock folds force the water to 
the surface at very convenient inter- 
vals for diversion, and meanwhile not 
only is the water in its underground 
passage saved from loss by evapora- 
tion, but the irregular spasmodic sup- 
ply at the cafion mouths is converted 
into a uniform flow which is unaffected 
by individual storms and nds but 
slowly to prolonged wet or dry periods. 
These basins are, therefore, not only 
storage reservoirs, but are most ef- 
fective regulators as well, and go far 
to bring about that most important 
desideratum in irrigation practice, uni- 
formity of supply. An additional im- 
portant economic factor is introduced 
by the presence of artesian conditions 
aiong the lower margin of each of these 
storage basins.

These cheap artesian waters are 
well distributed in Southern Califor- 
nia, and have been important ele- 
men's in its development.

Since these artesian basins are un- 
like tae normal synclinal folds in po- 
rous rock which have come to be re- 
garded as the type, so they have spe- 
cial characteristics which bear directly 
upon their usefulness. 

In the first place, being in wholly 
unconsolidated and generally coarse 
material, they have a high transmis- 
sion capacity. So freely does the 
water flow through them that indi- 
vidual ten-inch wells have in a few 
cases yielded six or eight second feet 
of water. Such wells do not fail be- 
cause the water supplied at the head 
of the alluvial fan cannot reach the 
boring as has been the case in the 
Denver basin, for example. On the 
other hand, flowing so freely they 
draw down the supply at a very rapid 
rate, but can red if closed 
for a time while a new supply is al- 
lowed to accumulate. 


bearing strata lie approximately par-

ranchers in many instances have 
found it more economical to sink a 
well for each ten-acre lot, than to 
distribute from a single central well. 
This condition encourages the multi- 
plication of wells and the draughts 
upon the artesian supply. 


their filling of satyrated alluvial wash 
whica constitute the important under- 
ground reservoirs that have not only 
tided the region over a long period 
of low rainfall, but have actually 
made possible constant additions dur- 
ing the dry period to the reclaimed 
lands. These great natural reservoirs 
more than compensate for the lack of 
sites for effective artificial storage. 
Their total capacity is to be ex- 
pressed in cubic miles rather than in 
smaller units. The San Bernardino 
basin has been explored by the auger 
for over 1000 feet and is roughly es- 
timated to attain a maximum depth 
of 3000 or 4000 feet. The alluvial 
filling about Pomona and Chino and 
that east of Pasadena above the Paso 
de Bartolo is known to extend below 
sea level. The great Coastal! Plain 
basin has been explored for 1300 feet 
and its depth, were it known, would 
probably be found to run well up into 
the thousands. With a surface area 
of 775 square miles and on the basis 
oi 30 per cent. of voids, a very im- 
pressive but utterly valueless esti- 
mate might be made of the amount 
of water stored in it. 

Now while, as I have stated, the 
underground reservoirs have proven 
of incalculable value to Southern 
California during the decade just past, 
and have not oply carried the country 
through this period, in spite of the 
fact that the greater part of its earlier 
development was carried out during 
and up on the basis of a decade of ex- 
cessive rainfall, but have actually per- 
mitted a continual increase of acreage 
under irrigation, it is not to be ex- 
pected that this result has been at- 
tained without affecting the water 
level in the reservoirs. 

Water levels have, in fact. declined 
notably, artesian areas have shrunken, 
and pressures in wells still flowing 
have decreased markedly. e thing 
which causes most surprise is that 
these shrinkages have not been more 
violent. The underground supplies 
have been attacked in front and rear. 
The summer, and a part of the winter 
flow of the mountain streams is di- 
verted at the cafion mouths and used 
for irrigation where formerly all of 


the underground supply. A few stor- 
age reservoirs have been built which 
hold a part of the winter flood 
waters that are now and always have 
been the chief source from which 
the ground waters are replenished. 
Thus not only has the supply been 
less during the past decade because of 
drought, but it has been curtailed be- 
cause of diversion and storage. In 
addition to this indirect attack, the 
great number of artesian wells and 
pumping plants which have been put 
in have directly attacked the quan- 
tity of stored waters. It is estimated 
that of the 225,000 acres under irri- 
gaticn in the valley of Southern Cali- 
fornia at present, two-thirds are de- 
pendent upon developed underground 
waters, about 400 to 500 second feet 
of which is used while the surface 
streams supply 200 or 250 second feet. 
These relations are not fixed, there 
being a large acreage which is irri- 
gated with surface water when this 
is abundant, but with well water 
when the streams are low. But the 
irriga*ion from developed water alone 
is increasing, while that from streams 
is at a standstill or is shrinking, the 
flow of certain important streams 
which are due to rising ground waters 
having diminished during recent 


years. 

The shrinkage in artesian areas is 
brougit out graphically by the ac- 
companying map, upon which fourteen 
areas are shown in which flowing 
water is or has been found. These 
combined artesian areas originally 
amounted to 375 square miles, they 
now cover about 250 square miles, a 
loss of 33 per cent., most of which 
has taken place within ten years. One 
great water company whose supply of 
forty second feet was originally all 
artesian, except about six second feet, 
now pumps at least 75 per cent. of the 
total. The water levels in wells in 
important water-bearing lands tell the 
same story. Maximum declines of 
sixty or seventy feet within the past 
four years are of record. Declines of 
twenty-five or thirty feet are not at 
all rare. 
These, of course, are the phenom- 
ena to be expected, during a period of 
drought. The critical point with the 
California irrigationist who is 
pendent upon underground waters, is 
to determine how much of it is due 
to the dry period and how much to de- 
velopment.
